It was understood that the amount to be diverted 1500 acre 

feet each year—would be more than enough to take core of any 
anticipated need in the future. 

Authorization for the .diversion was granted by the State Wotei 
Resources Board, and a letter signed by State Engineer Edward 
Hyatt, notifying the city of approval was received here from 
Sacramento today. 

This 1500 acre feet of water will augment Sierra Madre's East 
Raymond Basin allocation of 1260 acre feet a year and an aver¬ 
age of 440 acre feet taken each year from the mountain tunnels 
north of the city. 

This total of 3300 acre feet each year should more than meet 
any anticipated water requirements of Sierra Madre—including 
the development of the upper Hastings Ranch, should this coun¬ 
ty area be annexed to the city. Councilman Herman Barter said. 

'The Harold Conklin engineering report of 1946 brought out 
that the city would need 2650 acre feet of water with complete 
population 'saturotion' here," Barter said. 

"With the diverted water from big Santa Anita we will be 
well passed this requirement." 

Approval of the city's application for Big Santa Anita's water 
gave full meaning to the assignment of 538,000 to Sierra Madre 
by the county for the development of "a werter works project" 
and another 553,000 which was budgeted by the County Flood 
Control district for Sierra Madre, 

This 591,000 will be available to the city for the diversion proj¬ 
ect and a pipeline into the city. 

The whole diversion project was worked out late last fall by 
Councilman Barter and former City Engineer Harold Brod. They 
filed the city's application for the water early this year. Although 
this was to have been a Joint Sierra Madre-Arcadia project, Ar¬ 
cadia was unable to enter the plan because of a lack of water 
spreading grounds. Arcadia offered no objection to Sierra Mad¬ 
re's application. 

Barter said that no estimate is now available for the entire 
project's total cost which will require the diversion structure 
itself at the 875 foot elevation in the big Santa Anita Canyon 
and two miles of pipeline plus right of way cost. 

The city's share of the total cost, however, will not necessitate 
any increase in taxes or any bond issue. Barter said. He pointed 
out very explicitly that money for the city's shore has been ac¬ 
cumulated and earmarked for this project. 

The city is expected to begin engineering work on the project 
immediately. Barter, who is chairman of the Water Committee 
of the City Council, scdd that the Big Santa Anita water could 
be flowing into the city's mains by December. 

Both Barter and Brod had pointed out that the city was faced 
with a criticol water shortage. They said, in filing the claim for 
this water, that Sierra Madre was staring these possibilities in 
the face: disincorporation, annexation to another city, or Joining 
—at almost prohibitive cost—the Metropolitan Water District. 

Borter. in a letter to the Division of Water Resources, pointed 
out: 

"Our annual decreed water right is for less than our require¬ 
ments. Last year, 1947, we exceeded our annual decreed right 
(Raymond Rosin Judgment) by more than 30 per cent. 

"According to the report of the Water Master, we were over¬ 
drawn 622.67 acre feet, or opproximately one-hoU of our annual 
decreed water right. 

"In spite of a severe water savings program we have initiated in 
the city, we are still using water at a rate in excess of our avail, 
able supply." 

The councilman said the water sought from the Big Santa 
Anita "consists lorgely of flood flows which would normally 
waste into the ocean—thus the project will be of a conservation 
character os well as supplying us with additional water." 

County Manager Wayne Allen said that Los Angeles County 
has a vital interest in the construction of Sierra Madre's diver¬ 
sion project because it will "function to help replenish water 
basins." 

The 591,000 of county money was readily granted by the Board 
of Supervisors after Barter convinced county officials that this 
project would not only relieve Sierra Madre's potential water 
famine but would also be distinctly "conservative in relation 
to water of this area." 


A threat of a new scenic 
highway through the north 
side of Sierra Madre which 
would necessitate the con¬ 
demnation of dozens of homes 
was removed this week by the 
Board of Supervisors. 

The board adopted amend¬ 
ments to the county’s master 
plan of highways which elim¬ 
inated the highly controversial 
Loma Alta d r 1 v e—a foothill 
.scenic highway which has been 
on the books since 1929. 

This action was taken on the 
recommendation of the County 
Regional Planning Commission. 

The highway would have ex¬ 
tended from Altadena in the 
west to Monrovia in the east 
with Sierra Madre bisected at 
Grandview avenue. 

Violent opposition to the pro¬ 
posed highway came from Al¬ 
tadena residents during hear¬ 
ings called by the Planning 
Commission. 

Supervisor Chairman William 
A. Smith said, "Nobody want¬ 
ed the highway, and Monrovia 
wouldn’t allow It to go through. 

“Sierra Madre didn’t want It 
either, so it had no possibility 
of ever being built.” 


Fast Footwork 
Foils Fire at 
Local Library

Bonebrake probably saved the 
Sierra Madre Public Library 
from being seriously damaged 
by fire, Monday afternoon. 

Mr. Bonebrake reported 
flames nearly two feet high, 
licking against the cement 
foundation on the northeast 
library wall. Another few sec¬ 
onds and tlje fire would have 
reached the old frame build¬ 
ing. 

It is believed a cigarette was 
thrown into a pile of dead 
leaves piled against the wall. 

Mr. Bonebrake, who was driv¬ 
ing west on the boulevard 
spotted the blaze; ran over— 
and stamped it out.

Another reason for the in¬ 
creased cost per pupil was the 
fact that a bus service was 
needed for the gomplete year, 
instead of just one semester. 

Increases in salaries of 
school personnel and in the 
amount and cost of mainten¬ 
ance work were also cited as 
causes of the sharp per pupil 
cost increase. 

Skutt estimated that an aver¬ 
age 140 pupils were served each 
day in the school cafeteria. The 
report stated that a balanced 
plate lunch consisting of an 
entree, salad, vegetable, des¬ 
sert, and milk was served for 
35 cents. 

The office of the County Su¬ 
perintendent of Schools, Skutt 
said, supplies help and assis¬ 
tance to the Sierra Madre City 
School in several fields, includ¬ 
ing pupil guidance, music, art, 
science, and physical educa- 
tion. 

“These services are offered 
to those districts desirous of 
having such and are no finan¬ 
cial burden on the local dis¬ 
trict. We have found them 
helpful in all fields,” he stated.

Ancient Receipt Proves 
Income Tax Not New 


Pefsons who think the Income Tax is a recent devlish device 
by which governments torture their subjects are half wrong. 

The Income Tax is not a recent development. It has been with 
us for nearly a century. Mrs. Mary Brunner deBerg, 160- W. 
Highland, has the receipt from one paid on May 1, 1864. 

She has had the receipt, as 
well as a valuable collection 
of mementos and souvenirs, 
since 1940, when they were 
bequeathed to her in the will 
of the late Alfred B. Jenks, 

Moorsetown, New Jersey. 

Mrs. dcBerg served for eight 
years as the housekeeper of 
Jenks, who was the son of Col. 

Barton H. Jenks, prolific in¬ 
ventor and wealthy stockhold¬ 
er. The income tax receipt was 
issued to Colonel Jenks in the 
city of Philadelphia. 

Mrs. deBerg has in her col¬ 
lection the first breach-loading 
rifle in the world, which was 
invented by Jenks, and the 
first blueprints of the gun. 

She also has the contract by 
which the French government 
purchased the rifle in 1865. 

Terms of the contract stated 
that Jenks would be paid $500,- 
000 for all rights to the gun. 

When Jenks Jr. died in 1940, 
he left nearly all his father’s 
belongings to Mrs. deBerg. 

Also in the collection is a 
portrait of Colonel Jenks paint¬ 
ed by the famous French ar¬ 
tist, Renoir. She said that the 
New York Metropolitan Art 
Museum currently is consider¬ 
ing the purchase of the por¬ 
trait. 

Colonel Jenks is credited with 
several other inventions or im-
